President Sadat failed to make a

He had been slated 
to make the address at the inaugural 
sesaion yesterday of the newly form- 
ed Federal Assembly representing 
Egypt, Sytia and Libya in the Fe- 
deration of Arab Republics. 

Sadat, with Syria’s Hafez Assad 
and Libya's Muammer Gaddafi, took 
the constitutional oath before the 
Assembly last night. Cairo radio 
gave a live broadcast of the pro- 
ceedings but the announcer gave no 
explanation for the cancellation of 
Sadat’s speech. 

On the report concerning tiles with 
Bonn, an Egyptian official said that 
Egypt was considering the resump- 
tion of relations “in the light of 
Chancellor Brandt's recent state- 
ments" expressing readiness to me- 
diate in the Middle East crisis. 

Reports claiming that Cairo was 
considering Suez Canal “proximity 
talks” came yesterday from Beirut's 
French language “Le Solr” news- 
paper, which said that Sadat has ex- 
pressed to the U.S. his approval on 
condition that these talks are held 
under the auspices of the U.N. envoy 
Gunnar Jarring, and not Mr. Joseph 
Sisco, the U.S. Assistant Secretary 
of State, who was originally mention- 
ed for the mission. The paper said 
that Sadat hopes for an early open- 
ing of the Suez waterway “in return 
for an Israeli partial withdrawal 
which would be part of an overall 
settlement in accordance with the 
Security Council 242." 

The report coincided yesterday 
with an Amman radio news item 
which said that Egypt's chief dip- 
lomat in Washington, Dr. Ashraf 
Ghorbal, who was earlier recalled 
home for a new job in Cairo, will be 
returning this week to the Egyptian 
capital “for a number of days fol- 
lowing which he would return to 
Washington," apparently for further 
talks before he transfers his duties 
to his successor.

Kennedy letter 
on MLE. crisis 
made public 


‘UNITED NATIONS (AP). — John 
F. Kennedy was shown on Satur- 
day to have written before he be- 
came President of the U.S. that 
“American partisanship In the Arab- 
Israel conflict is dangerous” to 
the U.S. | 
The sentence is in a letter to 
Adfred M, Lilienthal, a New York 
anti-Zlonist Jew, to whom Kennedy 
wrote on September 30, 1960, dur- 
ing his campaign for the presi- 
dency. 
Lilienthal, publisher of the month- 
ly newsletter “‘Middle East Perspec- 
tive,” making the letter public this 
week, explained that it was a reply 
to one he hed aent Kennedy ac- 
cusing him of making propaganda 
for Israel in a speech before the 
Zionist Organization of America in 
New York on August 25. 
"Dedr Alfred,” Kennedy's reply 
read, “I appreciated having the be- 
nefit of your comments upon my 
talk to the liberal party and to the 
Zionist Organization. I wholly agree

Ha’aretz (non-party) commenting 
on Nixon’s forthcoming trip to Mos- 
cow, writes that “no change is to 
be expected in Arab-Israel relations 
before the em of the Moscow 
talks... nor is an imposed solution 
to the Middle East conflict likely 
to be decided upon at the talks. 
If, however, Nixon and his Soviet 
hosts do adopt such a solution, 
pressure on the parties to the dis- 
pute will probably be ineffective.”

Some 34,000 residents of the ad- 
ministered areas were employed in 
Israel jast year, compared to 21,000 
in 1970. The increase in the num- 
bers employed rose steadily 
throughout the year and reached 
39,000 in the lest quarter of 1971, 
the Central Bureau of Statistics re- 
ported yesterday. 

About 26,000 of the total were 
trom the West Bank and 8,000 from 
the Gaza Strip. These people re- 
presented 19 per cent of the total 
work force of the administered 
areas, 

The building trades absorbed 
almost 70 per cent of the workers, 
compared to 47 per cent in 1970. 
Some 10 per cent were employed in 
agriculture, and 20 per cent in 
industry. 

The average daily wage of the 
workers from the administered 
areas was 11.13.40, compared to 
1180 in 1970. The average daily 
wage on the West Bank ftself was 
1L8.60, and in the Gaza Strip IL7. 
The wages paid to Israel-employed 
workers from the areas improved in 
the last quarter of the year to 
1L14.60.

Among the non-Jewish popula- 
tion, no figures are given for 
women smokers; but it was noted 
that 68 per cent of the men smoke. 

While 50 per cent of the women 
smoke less than 10 cigarettes a 
day, some 36 per cent of the male 
Jews and 41 per cent of the non- 
Jews smoke an average of 11 to 
20 cigarettes per day.

.Mr. Toledano told The Jerusaiem 
Post that the mew decision will 
not mean that Druse affairs will 
be channeiled through the Arab de- 
partments in the various ministries, 
as previously, The move did not 
constitute a retreat from the Gov- 
ermment’s decision to work for in- 
tegration of the Druse community, 
he said. 

However, tne decision has promp- 
ted strong criticism in some quar- 
ters of the community. Mr. Kamal 
Mansour, the President's adviser on 
Arab affairs, said yesterday that 
the Druse would find democratic 
ways of fighting the decision. “We 
struggled for 20 years to have our 
affairs withdrawn from the depart- 
ments dealng with those communi- 
ties whose members do uot serve 
in the army, and we succeeded. We 
can't understand why our affairs 
have now been returned to the Arab 
affairs adviser’s office,” ‘he said. 


BLOW TO DRUSE 

Sheikh Hatem Halabi, a member 
of the Gahal Centre, said the de- 
cision constituted a blow to the 
honour and rights of the Druse.

The first bard evidence that 
Blass-blowing was invented as 
early as the first century B.CE. 
was unearthed by Prof. Nahman 
Avigad in the recently concluded 
third season of excavations in 
Jerusalem's Jewish Quarter, 

In a lecture yesterday after- 
neon at the Rockefeller Museum, 
Jerusalem, Prof. Avigad reported 
that he found an ancient cistern 
containing glass waste and re- 
jects of a workshop that had 
presumably been located some- 
where in the vicinity. Coins dated 
the cistern to the third quarter 
of the first century B.C.E. The 
site is near the “Hurva” syna- 
Bogue. 

‘Among the rejects in the pit: 
were fragments that were the 
result of pouring glass powder 
into pre-heated moulds, a tech- 
nique going back to the third 
millenium ΒΘ, as well as 
pieces created by the newer 
glass-blowing method. The find 
represents the first concrete 
evidence to support scholarly 
belief that glass-blowing was in- 
troduced about this time, the 
archaeologist said. 

Jerusalem would now figure 
prominently in the study of 
glass-making, Prof. Avigad 
added, He noted, too, that this 
was the first evidence to be 
found directly linking Jews to 
the practice of this craft in an- 
Uquity.

Jerusalem police yesterday pin- 
ned last month's murder of a 60- 
year-old Mahane Yehuda goldsmith, 
Avraham Aihadif, on a Halfa un- 
derworld character who shot him- 
self to death seven days after the 
killing. The same gun was ‘identi- 
fied as the cause of both deaths. 

At @ press conference in the 
Capital yesterday, Jerusalem police 
spokesman Avraham Turgeman re- 
vealed details of the p:

Alhadif was found lying in his 
shop on Jaffa Road on February 
7 with ἃ bullet in his head.
